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Alleged rape case to be reviewed

Most men and women have 
been taught that once a person 
says “no” to sexual advances any 
forced sexual intercourse thereafter 
constitutes as a rape. But what if a 
“no” is not said, what if the person 
is unconscious and unable to say 
anything? In this case a law- abid- 
ing and educated person can assume 
that the unresponsiveness of an 
individual is an indication that he or 
she is not a willing participant. 

Ina bold move, this week Santa 
Clara County’s District Attorney 
Dolores Carr sent the case against 
a group of men, members of the De 
Anza baseball team, who are being 
accused of gang raping a 17-year- 
old woman at a party to the State 
Attorney General Jerry Brown’s 
Office for review. This coming 
after the DA created an uproar by 
dropping the charges against the 
accused men. 

Local community members 
and national women’s organizations 
loudly voiced their opinion of Carr’s 
actions at a protest on May 31, 2007 
that erupted in front of Carr’s office 
outside of the Santa Clara County 
building on West Hedding Street 
in San Jose.

discontent with the DA’s unwilling- 
ness to prosecute. California NOW 
president Mandy Benson said, “We 
want her [Dolores Carr] to re-open 
the case. She has the power to send 
the message across the country that 
gang rape especially by a team of 
athletes is not going to be tole- 
rated... all we're asking for is a 
fair trial.” 

Apparently the woman, who 
was subjected to the unforeseeable 
sexual assault and who's identity 
remains undisclosed, feels the same. 
In a statement that was read by a 
third party at the protest, she said, 
“I want my day in court. I’ve lost 
confidence in the system and I call 
on the State Attorney General’s of- 
fice to intervene on my behalf.” 

Due to overwhelming com- 
munity support the woman's plea 
did not go unheard. A few days 
after the protest Carr decided to 
involve the State Attorney General 
by requesting that his offices review 
the case. 

The protesters armed with 
signs reading ‘Let the Jury Decide, 
DA Stop Gang Rape, Don’t Make 
it Easy for Rapists, and Gang Rape 
is Not Ok’, were angry because the 
accused men are getting off virtu- 
ally scot-free without so much as a 
smudge on their criminal records.

The conversation was still ani- 
mated after three hours of discussing 
the details for the upcoming prepa- 
ration and presentation of the largest 
tamale ever made in California. 

Chef Victor Olvera Luvinoff, 
the academic coordinator for the 
Instituto Gastronómico Hidal- 
guense in Pachuca, México; and 
Chef Ricardo Cortés, academic 
coordinator and instructor with the 
nationally recognized Center for 
Employment Training (CET), met 
for several hours to work out the 
logistics of preparing an extraordi- 
nary culinary endeavor that would 
include 4 executive chefs, 10 cooks, 
and several assistants. 

The two were discussing the 
making of a Zacahuil (pronounced 
sox-a-weel) tamale, a regional dish 
prepared in the “tres huastecas” 
region of Mexico, including the 
states of Hidalgo, San Luis Potosí 
and Veracruz.

Chef Olvera explained that the 
Zacahuil was an Aztec dish that has 
been prepared since pre-Cortesian 
times and now, only for large special

This unique culinary collabo- 
ration also included Leticia Loera 
Romo of the Instituto Gastronómico 
Hidalguense and the San Jose Fair- 
mont Hotel’s Executive Pastry Chef 
Fernando Arreola. 

Logistics at the Fairmont 
Hotel 

The project was so huge, work- 
ers at the Fairmont Hotel needed to 
construct a special “pan” for cook- 
ing the Zacahuil, so they welded 
together several metal trays. These 
were lined with tin foil and then 
banana leaves. 

The tedious and tiring massag- 
ing of the 80 pounds of corn masa 
— the base ingredient of every tamale 
- was accomplished by students 
from CET’s culinary course. Then 
more than 60 pounds of pork and 
many more pounds of chiles, gar-

The cumbersome tamale was 
then moved carefully onto a gurney 
and frozen until the early morning 
hours before the festival. 

Carefully prepared moved into

Hispanos enfrentan problemas 
para mantener sus propiedades

San José, CA (EFE) — El 
“boom” inmobiliario de hace un 
par de años permitió que muchos 
hispanos adquirieran casas con 
cierta facilidad, pero hoy, después 
de que ese mercado ha perdido 
fuerza, enfrentan serios problemas 
para mantener sus propiedades. 

En octubre de 2005, William 
Alejandro Trujeque compró una 
casa de cinco cuartos en Menifee, 
California, pero dos meses después 
de haberla adquirido perdió horas de 
trabajo en la construcción y no le fue 
posible mantener los pagos. 

“Aunque tratamos de solucio- 
narlo y cuidar los gastos, empeza- 
mos a tener problemas para pagar”, 
dijo Trujeque, padre de dos y quien 
se vio frente a dos opciones: vender 
su casa por debajo del precio de la 
hipoteca (“short sale”) o que la em- 
bargaran (“foreclosure”).Hoy ya no 
vive en la propiedad, pero aclaró que 
nadie le explicó con claridad cómo 
se va a vender la casa, pero cree 
que será un “foreclosure”, “porque 
nosotros la estamos devolviendo al 
banco”, señaló. 

En los últimos meses esta 
misma historia se ha repetido en 
toda el Área de la Bahía de San 
Francisco. Los términos de “short 
sale” y “foreclosure” son comunes 
en el mercado de bienes raíces, 
pero son procesos que muy pocos 
entienden. 

María Valentín, vicepresidenta

First American Title del Área de 
la Bahía, explicó que en un “short 
sale” el dueño vende la propiedad 
por menos de lo que debe al banco. 
Mientras que “foreclosure” es cuan- 
do un dueño no cumplió con sus 
mensualidades y no negoció con el 
banco y éste retoma la propiedad. 
Entonces, el dueño debe desocupar 
en una fecha específica y la propie- 
dad es subastada. 

Rubén Rosso, de Mortgage 
Magic, es de la misma opinión. Este 
prestamista considera que muchas 
personas, en especial latinos, se 
encuentran hoy en “short sale” o 
“foreclosuré” porque no leen y se 
“confían demasiado”. Rosso señaló 
que en lo que va de año, cerca de 
4,000 casas se han ido a “short 
sale” o “foreclosure” en el Área de 
la Bahía. Agregó que este problema 
también se debe a que actualmente 
muchos prestamistas, conocidos 
como “subprime lenders”, “se están 
yendo a la bancarrota”. 

Sin embargo, esta nueva situa- 
ción también afecta a compradores 
futuros aún con buen crédito. Hoy 
los bancos examinan a fondo las 
aplicaciones de los futuros compra- 
dores de propiedades y exigen una 
mayor documentación. Entre más 
alto sea su crédito mejor. Ya no exis- 
ten en el mercado esos programas 
de compra sin cuota de enganche, 
y actualmente las personas tendrán 
que verificar y documentar mejor 
sus ingresos, además de dar una 
buena inicial.<>

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Bush says Chavez “dismantling” democracy | in Venezuela 


U.S. President George W. Bush 
said that Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez 
was tearing down democratic in- 
stitutions in the Andean nation and 
described Fidel Castro’s Cuba as 
one of the world’s “worst dictator- 
ships.” 

Bush used a conference on 
democracy in Prague to criticize 
the two Latin American countries 
for actions he said they had taken 
against individual rights. 

“In Venezuela, elected leaders 
have resorted to shallow populism 
to dismantle democratic institutions 
and tighten their grip on power,” 
Bush said in his address at Czernin 
Palace before government officials, 
diplomats and dissidents from 
around the world. 

Bush mentioned Venezuela as 
one of the countries where freedom 
“is under assault,” along with Viet- 
nam and Uzbekistan, while clas- 


sifying Cuba as one of the world’s 
“worst dictatorships.” 

“The Cubans are desperate for 
freedom - and as that nation enters 
a period of transition, we must insist 
on free elections and free speech 
and free assembly,” Bush said, al- 
luding to the ailing Fidel Castro’s 
temporary delegation of power to 
younger brother Raul. 

Bush did not provide details 
regarding the anti-democratic mea- 
sures he believed the government of 
Venezuela had taken. But his secre- 
tary of state, Condoleezza Rice, pro- 
posed at Monday’s opening session 
of the Organization of American 
States General Assembly in Panama 
that the OAS send a mission to Cara- 
cas to investigate Chavez’s move to 
force an anti-government television 
station off the air.

Calvillo presentó los resultados de la Encuesta Nacional sobre la 
Dinámica de las Relaciones de los Hogares 2006 (Endireh), en la que se de- 
talla que estas agresiones se presentaron a mujeres mayores de 15 años.

We all have habits. Some of them are 
good habits, like exercising regularly. 

Other habits, like smoking, drinking 
or eating too much, or procrastinating, 
don't serve us. They lessen our lives and 
keep us from being who we could be. 

In many ways, your habits, good 
or bad, define who you are, according to 
author, speaker and success coach Tamir 
Qadree. Fortunatel y, we can break our bad 
habits and replace them with good ones. 

Below is a list of some bad habits, 
their causes, and their cures, according 
to Qadree. 

Overeating 

Cause: This habit can often be rooted 
in childhood, especially for people who 
grew up in homes where there was a lot 
of stress or poverty. One reason people 
overeat it is to feel better. Food can create 
chemical changes in the body that give us 
an emotional high. Qadree says that over- 
eating to get a short emotional high is an 
immature approach to feeling good. 

Solution: The key is self-love. 
“Know that whatever happened in the past 
it, is all right to love and forgive yourself, 
to tell yourself that you are worthy and 
good enough,” Qadree says. 

Procrastination 

Cause: Fear of success. “People who 
fear success worry about how their life 
will change. “They are afraid that their 
family and friends will react negatively," 
Qadree says. 

Solution: Understand that it is okay 
for you to be yourself. Do the things that 
bring you joy as they move you closer to 
your dreams. “If you enjoy doing some- 
thing deep in your heart, it will bring you 
success,” Qadree says. 

Sleeping Late 

Cause: Oversleeping or sleeping too 


echo 


much can be caused by a fear of facing the 
world. It is also caused by not knowing 
what you want to do with your life. 

Solution: Find a purpose for your 
life. Qadree suggests getting quiet and 
asking God, Your Higher Self or what- 
ever source of inner guidance you use, 
including your subconscious mind, to tell 
you what your purpose is. “If it involves 
serving others in some way, it is a true 
purpose. If it is does not, you're just kid- 
ding yourself,” Qadree says. 

Watching too Much TV or Exces- 
sive Video Game Playing 

Cause: Wasting too much time on 
distractions means that you are afraid of 
your own imagination and of silence. It 
can also stem from a fear of not being 
accepted or a fear of your own power. 
Qadree cites a saying from author Mari- 
anne Williamson: “The problem is not 
that we are not powerful, but that we are 
very powerful.” 

Solution: Spend 10 minutes in si- 
lence early in the morning and then late 
at night. Talk to God or your subconscious 
mind, etc. Focus on your life. Feel the 
life within you and focus on your inner 
core. “Most people don’t take time to feel 
the life inside them. If they did it twice a 
day, they would see remarkable changes,” 
Qadree says. 

“Instead of running for the noise they 
would run for the silence and feel more 
confident and less stressed. They would 
feel more attached to life.”

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Cómo afecta a los niños la contaminación del aire 


CL — En muchas ocasiones 
los activistas de la protección del 
medioambiente tratan de darle 
forma humana al problema de la 
contaminación del aire, poniéndole 
un nombre o rostro al problema para 
que el conflicto llegue con más in- 
tensidad a cada persona. Un método 
común es imaginar los índices de la 
contaminación actual que heredarán 
sus biznietos, quienes tendrán que 
lidiar con las consecuencias de la 
conducta irresponsable de las gene- 
raciones precedentes. 

¿Por qué los niños son tan 
susceptibles? 

Según la Oficina de Evaluación 
de Peligros Medioambientales a 
la Salud de California (California 
Office of Environmental Health 
Hazard Assessment, OEHHA), 
con frecuencia los niños están más 
expuestos a los contaminantes 
del aire por diversas razones. La 
primera y más importante de todas 
es que la respiración de los niños 
es totalmente diferente de la de los 
adultos. Además de respirar con más 
rapidez que los adultos, muchos ni- 
ños respiran por la boca, evadiendo 
el proceso de filtración que tiene 
lugar cuando respiramos por la 
nariz. Ambos factores incrementan 
la exposición de los niños a los con- 
taminantes existentes en el aire. 

Otro problema se produce 
cuando los niños dedican gran 
parte de su tiempo al aire libre. 
Particularmente en los meses de 
verano, cuando los niveles de smog 
o contaminación son mayores, 


los niños están más tiempo en el 
exterior que los adultos, algo que 
también incrementa su exposición 
a los contaminantes. 

¿Cómo daña la contami- 
nación a los niños? 

El efecto de los contaminantes 
en los niños varía, en dependencia 
al agente al cual ha estado expuesto 
el niño. Las partículas de materia, 
que proceden de fuentes naturales 
y artificiales, pueden ser especial- 
mente perjudiciales en el caso de 
niños que ya confronten problemas 
respiratorios, debido a que dichas 
partículas son tan pequeñas que 
pueden evadir los sistemas naturales 
de defensa del organismo, y penetrar 
profundamente en los pulmones. 

Los niños con trastornos res- 
piratorios pre-existentes como 
el asma, pueden padecer de una 
exacerbación de sus problemas por 
la exposición a las partículas de 
materia. 

Además, varios estudios han 
revelado que los niños que crecen 
en zonas como la ciudad de Los 
Ángeles, donde el smog es una 
constante relativa, experimentan 
notables retrasos en el crecimiento 
del funcionamiento pulmonar. 

Otro problema en las zonas 
aquejadas constantemente por el 
smog es el predominio del ozono, 
sustancia formada por las reaccio- 
nes químicas entre la luz solar y los 
gases en la atmósfera, que puede 
provocar numerosos problemas en 
los niños.

Tlaxcala es tierra de toros 
bravos, de ganaderos y charros. Es 
cuna de una cultura muy arraigada 
a la tierra y marcada por su historia 
única y orgullosa, heróica y va- 
liente, es una de las pocas regiones 
mexicanas que nunca llegó a ser 
dominada por el poderoso Imperio 
Azteca.
